i. We demand the issue, of the 
NATIONAL DIVIDEND to every 
citizen without distinction. 

2. . Unless the National Dividend is 
arranged for at once, this country will 
plunge into civil strife and the next 
world-war. 
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3. In spite of the ease and certainty 
with which unlimited quantities of the 
things we all need can now be made, they 
cannot, as things are, be distributed. So 
factories stop or slow down and there 
is an all-round deadlock. 

4. The Banking Combine, which 
makes and deals in money, requires, for 
its own ends, money short — and makes 
it so. Hence the Tragic Absurdity — 
Poverty — in a world of almost unlimited 
possible riches. 

5. All our Economic Experts, Finan- 
cial Advisers and Great Business Men 
arc hopelessly at sea, bemused, bewildered 
and mutually contradictory — unanimous 
on one point only — that there can be no 
cle,ar way out. 

6. They are wrong. A clear way out 
has been shown, a way to Freedom, Peace 
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and Plenty for All — a way that could be 
followed at once by our own country, 
independent of the rest of world — a way 
which, without robbing any one whatever, 
would set our factories going full time, 
pay good wages to, or fully provide for, 
all our citizens and at the same time 
decrease the cost of living. 

7. The Nation's Credit would be 
recognised as the Birthright of the British 
People as a whole, and the above results 
obtained by the issue of the National 
Dividend, based on the amount of goods 
we can now so certainly make, together 
with a Scientific Price Adjustment to 
prevent any possibility of inflation. 

8. The man who has pointed out the 
solution to the problem is Major C. H.' 
Douglas, a hard-headed Scottish engineer. 
His analysis and proposals have been 
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published in several books, but for the 
layman any one of the three booklets listed 
(ue front), among others, is a sound 
introduction to the subject. 

9. Whether we know it or not, we are 
fighting for our lives in the strangle-hold 
of the International Credit Monopoly, 
which completely controls Parliament, 
the Public Services, the City, the Press, 
the Pulpit and the Radio. 

10. Parliamentary Government having 
thus become a farce, and voting therefore 
entirely useless, how are we to overcome 
this hostile Power under which the 
country now lies prostrate ? 

11. We must call on the British 
Public to face the facts. We must show 
them that Poverty in the midst of Plenty 
is unnecessary and absurd. Wc must 
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get them to join us in demanding the 
National Dividend. 

12. We must work outside Parliament 
We must realize that before we can be 
heard we must be seen. Hence the Green 
Shirt. We are marching and shall march 
in the streets, on any and every occasion, 
unarmed, law-abiding, but in disciplined 
and conspicuous formation.
